Houston, Texas, June 24.—(4?)—The 
Smith tide rolled tranquilly onward 
tonight in this democratic convention 
city as the 1,100 delegates gathered to 
nuiminate a candidate for president. 

There was no argument over the 
claims of the New York governor’s 
friends that he would enter the ballot- 
ing Thursday or Friday of this week 
with a clear majority of the convention 
votes. A minority group, however, 
still refused to concede Smith’s nomi- | 
nation, which would require a two- 
thirds vote, and labored to stem the 
flow toward him long enough to push 
another candidate to the fore. 

With the convention just 36 hours 
away the Smith managers were going 
about quietly and without ostentation 
among the arriving delegates. On every 
hand they exhibited extreme confidence 
that their man, upon whom political 
fortune has smiled consistently, would | 
be accepted as the leader of his party | 
on a very early ballot. 

No Surrender of Opponents. 

There was no sign of a surrender | 
however, in the ranks of those who 
elected to carry on the fight against | 
Smith. Among the minority | 


candi- | 
dates themselyes, Keed, of Missouri; | 
George, of Georgia; Hull, of Tennes- 
see, and Hitchcock, of Nebraska, were | 
in the thick of it.

LUMBER AND RATES. 

In a study completed by the bu- 
reau of railway economics, report 
on which has just been made pub- 
lic, it is stated that freight rates 
have not been responsible for fluc- 
tuations that have taken place in 
the past three years in both mill 
and retail prices of lumber, such 
fluctuations having been usually 
more than the freight rates. 

The study is the first on this 
commodity to be made by the bu- 
reau and applies only to rail ship- 
ments. The prices used in the study 
for the various grades of lumber 
were obtained through the coopera- 
tion of various lumber organizations 
throughout the United States. The 
study has been in the course of 
preparation for more than a year. 
The bulletin says: 

“Mill prices of lumber fluctuated 
irregularly from month to month 
throughout the entire period studied. 
On rare occasions did the average 
price remain unchanged for two con- 
secutive months. The monthly fluc- 
tuations varied from a few cents to 
several dollars per thousand board 
feet on each size in every grade. These 
fluctuations were irregular not only 
as to amount but also as to direction, 
the prices for some sizes advancing, 
while for others they declined. These 
spreads were in many instances sev- 
eral times the freight rates on a thou- 
sand feet of lumber even from the 
most distant milling point from which 


Luther Sibert, builder of the famed 
Gatun dam and locks of the Pan-| 
ama canal, is chairman.

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SIXTY YEARS OLD. 

(From the Savannah Press.) 
The Atlanta Constitution has issued 
sixtieth anniversary edition. 
Among its earliest pilots were: Evan 
P. Howell, Henry W. Grady. and W. 
A. Hemphill. It aspires to be “The 
South’s Standard Newspaper.” Its 
editor, Clark Howell, is a power in 
the south. The life story of The Con- 
stitution is a review of Georgia's his- 
tory. It has had such choice spirits 
on its editorial staff as Henry W. 
Grady, Joel Chandler WHarris and 
Frank L. Stanton. 

As Henry Grady said, “The Con- 
stitution was launched by the care- 
less hand of St. Clair Abrams.” But 
it has since been guided by staunch 
and able men, 

People of this generation know The 
Constitution through Clark Howell. 
He was born in South Carolina, while 
his mother was a refugee in the lat- 
ter part of the war between the states. 
He was 
educated in Atlanta and Athens, grad- 
uating from the University of Georgia 
in 1883. He went north to serve his 
apprenticeship as a reporter on The 
New York Times and The Philadel- 
phia Press. 

In 1886 he was elected to the state 
legislature and served three terms in 
the house. The Jast term he was 
speaker of the house. He was presi- 
dent of the Georgia senate in 1900 and 


1906, In 1892 he was elected demo- 
cratic national committeeman from 
Georgia and served until 1924. He 


has been a director of the Associated 
Press since 1896. In 1889 Clark How- 
ell became managing editor of The 
Constitution to succeed Henry W. 
Grady. He was madeepresident of

Those who had watched democratic 
conventions battle over prohibition is- 
sues in the past recalled tonight the 
absence of William J. Bryan, who 
on so many occasions put the spirit 
of contest into what otherwise might 
have been prosaic gatherings.
